John D. Franzini hereby declares and says as follows: 

1 . I was retained by GKN Sinter Metals, Inc. to prepare the above-identified patent 
application for an invention developed by L. Kent Byrd, Jr. and Alan Taylor. 

2. The patent application was filed without the signatures of L. Kent Byrd, Jr. and 
Alan Taylor on the Declaration.
